THis Introduction is premifed to a Work , defigned 
by the Author to ihew the Valuablenefs of the Prin- 
ciples and K.nowledg of Natural Philofophy, byfomeof 
the more confiderable Inventions and Experiments hi» 
therto found in Authors, and other new ones of this Wri* 
ler himfelf ; v/ho having in his Preface with much free- 
dom reprefentedand animadverted upon the Errors com- 
imittedby thofe , that have and do treat of Natural Phi- 
lofophy 
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lofopby, and infifteJ much upon the Lord Bacon ( though 
not named)his method and way of Philofophifingsgiveth us 
in this Trodromm an Ej]ay of fome ^by himefteemed ufe- 
ful) Difcoveries and Pra(3:ires5 for which we are obliged 
to Philofophy. Of the many particulars , he reckons up 
and difcourles of in this Fore-runner, we (hall only reci?e 
one, and recommend it to the trial of the Curious; which 
is a Way to f}tak$ any Flowers or Fruits grow tpiihoHt Seed i 
and which our Author defcribeth, as follows, 

I took (faith he) a quantity of Orange-flov/ers, and 
put them into half a pound ofOyl of fweet Almonds, toge- 
ther with a little RoGk.-allom, and fo inclofed all ina glafg* 
flask 5 which being well ftopp'd, I expos'd to the Sun for 
a Month, adding fltill more flowers, when I found the firfi: 
were putrified, yet without taking thefe out* A Month 
being pafs'd, I powr'd out the Oyl, impregnated with the 
vertue of thofe flowers and very odoriferous, into feverai 
Glafs.Vials, and carefully fet them afide, leaving them 
umouch'd till the next S pring 5 at which time looking up-- 
on thefe Vials, I obferved w'thin them certain Flowers 
fwimmingin theOyl, which to me appeat'd not at all dif- 
ferent from true and freih Leaves and Flowers of the O- 
range=Tree. But the wonder encreaTed fome Months af- 
ter, when the hot feafon being advanced, the Flowers were 
turned into Fr«// about the fame time that fach fruit was 
ripen'd upon the Tree j there being feen at the bottom of 
the Vials fome fmall Oranges with their proper colour, to- 
gether with thofe fmali fpecks, v;hich that fruit ufeth to 
have 5 fo that they were in nothing diftinguifeable from 
true Oranges, their fmalnefs excepted. 

There are many ( fo he goes on ) in the CoIIedge o^Rotne 
whom I might alledge as Witneffes of this curious Meta- 
sior^hopf but one ftiail ferve for 2II ^ and that is his Excel- 
lency 
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lency Signlor Inmcentio Conti, now Lieutenant -General 
ofthe Armyofthe Churchj whofe high E)£tradion , rare 
Valour 5 and fublime Wit and KnowledgCj have been al- 
wayes admired by me* He was pleas'd to accept of one 
of thefe Vials from my hands,in which every year hither- 
to, in the feafon ofthe Bloffoming of Oranges, fuch Flowers 
are feen, which at the time of the ripenefs ofthe Fruit -are 
alfo transformed into Fri>it,

^"^He Publiftierof this Commentary, (" but lately come 
^ to our knowledge) who is the Son of its Author, 
renders in the Preface a re afon , why afrer (b many Books, 
formerly publifh'd on the fame fubjed, by Gaziuf, Grata-. 
rolt0, Haggeciuf, Schookjm, &c. he would yet publifti this 
alfo ; In the doing of which he alledgeth , that thefe Au* 
thors having only a Medical aim, didmeerly examine the 
nature and quality of thofe forts of Bier, which are «<?» 
in ufe i but that this Writer fearcheth and relateth from 
remoteft Antiquity all kinds of drinks , ufed by all forts 
of Nations, and compareth them with the Modern drinks j 
difcourfing of their Ufe only by the by. 

This done he difcourfeth out of Authoa-s, how and by 
v/hom, after the firft ufe o{ Water znd Ml{, were intror 
f'uced the drinks made out ofFegetabks ; as the Vine,Bar- 
hy, Wheat, Maiz, Millet, Oats, Rice, Apples, Pears, 
Pomegranates j and the various Juyces tapped out of 
Trees , as the Palm, Birch, "^Sycamore, Maple, and many 

more 



more. To which he adds thofe driuks, that are prepared 
out of^Rootff Berriet, Sugar, and Sugar Canes, and the like* 
Then he proceeds to that lufcious drink, which is made out 
of that Animal fubftance Hon/, called Me^th , and found 
mention'd in fome of the moft ancient Writers, amongft 
whom he citeth Orpheus ^^

Which relatefh to the Fable, in which the l^ighth res 
prefented to have counfelled Jupiter ^^^^^gmng to dethrone 
and caftrate his father Saturn^thTit he fhould by making him 
drunk with yI/g4//>, caft him into a deep fleep, and fo do 
with him what he pleafed. 

To thefe he fubjoyneth many intoxicating Drinks, made 
with narcotick and other hearbs; as alio the various ftu» 
pifying Fumes , among which Tobacco is now fo famous 
and common 5 to which he applieth what Virgil fings of 
Caco'j 

Fauci bus ifigentemfumum , mirabile diBu^ 
Evomty involvitqne dofnumcaligine csci^ 
ProJpeHum erifiens oculis^ glomerdtqnefib aun?S' 
Fufftifsitam no&tm^ c&mmifiis igm tmebris* 

He concludeth all with the modern various wayes of 
Brevping Bier 5 of which fee the Difcon^fe it klU 
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The annexed Traif oiTurnebus is both elegant, and con- 
fiderable for the Obfervations therein alledged , to 
fliew the noxious "etTeCts ^of Wine in thofe people , 
that drink much of that liquor 5 preferring good Water, 
Milk.Bicrjand e(pecially good Ciderj far aboVe it ; and ta« 
king notice, that Wine-drinkers have generally morede* 
form'd, lower and drier bodies, as alfo ftiaking limbs, and a 
more hafty decay of fight, than others.
